In Sahara 
Air Crash 


2 in U.S. Family 
Among Victims

PARIS—An Air France Super 
Constellation with 79 persons 
aboard crashed early Wednesday 
in the Sahara Desert near where 
the Algerian, Tunisian and Libyan 
frontiers meet. Five of the vic- 
tims were American. 


Air France announced here 
Wednesday night that there were 
no survivors among the 69 pas- 
sengers and 10-member flight 
crew. At least 14 children were 
among the victims. 


WORST DISASTER 


It was the worst disaster in 
French commercial aviation his- 
tory and also African history. 
The largest previous toll was 65 
in the 1958 crash of a Belgian 
airliner in Casablanca. 


The Americans were the moth- 
er, wife and three children of 
Alan W. Lukens, 36, the United 
States charge d’affairs in Bangui, 
capital of the Central African 
Republic. He had put his family 
aboard the plane en route to 
Paris at a stopover in Bangui. 


They included his wife, the 
former Mary Ann Richardson, 
34; his daughter, Elizabeth, 6;

The crash occurred after 1:30 
a.m. about 35 miles southwest of 
the Libyan border town of Gha- 
dames. The plane was flying from 
Brazzaville, capital of the Repub- 
lic of Congo, to Paris.

Robert Bouchier, 39, had sent a 
message at 1:30 saying all was 
well. That was the last message 
from the plane. Bouchier was 
considered one of Air France’s 
top pilots.

Will End Rocket Tieups 
Quickly, Goldberg Vows

WASHINGTON (#—Secretary of Labor Arthur J. Goldberg said 
Wednesday that President John F. Kennedy can be counted on to act 
promptly to end strikes and other delays at missile and space flight 


bases. 


Goldberg announced a series of 
conferences with union leaders, 
contractors, labor relations ex- 
perts and government officials to 
map recommendations to Kenne- 


dy ‘‘for appropriate action to as- 
sure uninterrupted work on our 
missile program.” 


The government, meanwhile, 
succeeded in settling a two-day 
shutdown, involving a 22-day dis- 
pute, at the Valley.

RUSK CONFIDENT 


The 15 foreign ministers accept- 
ed the United States contention 
that there are no longer any 
peripheral issues in the world 
contest with the Soviet Union and 
the Communist Chinese. The U.S. 
delegation conceded there were 
differences in national involve- 
ment. 


But Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk departed for Geneva con- 
fident that the Allies of the 
United States understood that 
Communist pressures in Cuba, 
Laos, South Viet Nam and the 
Congo are of vital importance to 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization. 


KEEP BERLIN FREE 


West Berlin, Europe's most deli- 
cate and explosive problem, was

Truce Must Come 


First, Rusk Asserts 


By United Press International 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk arrived in Geneva Wednesday night 
and said the United States will not negotiate at the Laos peace con- 
ference unless an effective cease-fire is shown to be in force in that 


southeast Asian country. 


Rusk made it clear as soon as 
he stepped from his jet transport 
that the 14nation conference 
scheduled to begin Friday would 
only get off the ground, as far as 
the United States is concerned, 
“if information from Laos about 
a cease-fire permits it.” 


The secretary of State, who 
flew here from North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization talks in Nor- 
way, said success of the Laos 
conference ‘“‘will have a signif- 
icant influence’”’ on general world 
peace. 


A few hours earlier, Soviet For- 
eign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
flew into Geneva and warned 
against “procrastination”’ in end- 
ing what he called “‘a war danger 
in Southeast Asia.” 


In Vientiane, meanwhile, the 
Royal Laotian government an- 
nounced it has lodged a formal 
protest with the International Con- 
trol Commission against contin- 
uing attacks by the Communist 
Pathet Lao rebels.

NA TO Widens Horizon 
To Meet Total Threat 


The NATO conference in Oslo ended 
yesterday with a record of solid achieve- 
ment on policy matters. If followed by 
action, the Western alliance will begin to 
fulfill the promise of more than a decade. 

For the first time, the NATO Council 
accepted responsibility for countering the 
worldwide Communist threat on a world- 
wide basis. This aligns the nations of 
Western Europe in a common front with 
the United States in meeting the global 
political, economic, scientific and psycho- 
logical offensive by the Communist bloc. 

Success of the meeting is a splendid 
tribute to Secretary. of State Dean Rusk. 
He spelled out U.S. aims and its contin- 
ued willingness to consider the defense 
of Europe as part of the defense of the 
United States itself. He persuaded them 
in return to join more actively in meet- 
ing the Communist challenge. 

More important than anything else, 
however, is that groundwork has been 
laid for launching the West’s own coun- 
teroffensive with constructive programs 
that will appeal to all mankind, including 
the enslaved behind the Iron Curtain.

$25,000 Won't Cure 
State’s Worst Illness 


In a magnanimous gesture yesterday 
the Board of Regents increased from 
$150,000 to $175,000 its allocation to the 
Industrial Development Branch of Geor- 
gia Tech’s Engineering Experiment Sta- 
tion and the University of Georgia’s In- 
stitute of Community and Area Develop- 
ment. 

This pittance supposedly will relieve 
the very great need for more and better 
industrial development research in the 
state. It will not even begin to do the job 
which should and must be done to help 
ease Georgia into the industrial age. It 
mocks the growing joblessness in the state 
and the progressive decline of a majority 
of our towns and counties. 

In the fiscal year 1960, however, the 
Georgia Agricultural Experiment Station 
was allotted $11,014,304 and the Extension 
Service received $9,294,758. These expen- 
ditures to make agriculture more efficient 
helps speed the exodus of people from the 
farms—126,000 in the past decade. Yet 
pitifully little is being done to provide 
jobs for the displaced. 

We note the regents allotted $50,000 
for control and eradication of the black 
shanks disease in tobacco. But to help cure 
the greatest disease of all, unemployment, 
they managed to scrape up the magnif- 
icent additional sum of $25,000.

Latin Aid Program Is 
Investment in Freedom 


The Senate has approved the Kennedy 
administration’s long-range economic aid 
program for Latin America. The 600-mil- 
lion-dollar appropriation, designed to 
initiate the “Alliance for Progress,” 
marks the beginning of a new era in U.S, 
policv towards the continent to the south. 

Perhaps no similar aid program has 
been more carefully thought out. It is de- 
signed to help the Latins help themselves 
and to encourage the reforms by which 
they may do-so. It is no “giveaway” and 
the manner in which the funds may be 
used is spelled out in specific terms. 

As Sen. Fulbright, D-Ark, expressed 
it, “this bill is designed primarily to 
help the common man... . It will help 
promote land settlement, low-cost hous- 
ing, community water supplies, sanita- 
tion and education. ... We cannot do this 
job for them. But we can refuse to help 
those governments which give only lip 
service to the demands of the great mass 
of the people.”’ 

Latin America’s greatest problems 
stem from outmoded governmental, eco- 
nomic and social structures which hinder 
development for the masses. This has led 
to situations made to order for the Com- 
munists. 

The initial appropriation is small. But 
if it vields the results expected, it will 
lead to a full-scale development program, 
prosperity and social justice. Only in this 
way can Communist penetration of this 
hemisphere be checked.

Washington Had 


Same Complaint 


WASHINGTON—When President Kennedy in- 
vited the newspaper editors and publishers to 
the White House Tuesday his concern was pre- 


cisely the Same as George Washington's complaint against the press 


184 years ago this month. 


“It is much to be wished,’’ Gen. Wash- 


ington wrote to the president of the Congress in May of 1777, “‘that 
our printers were more discreet in many of their publications. We 
see in almost every paper accounts transmitted to the enemy of an 


injurious nature.” 


The need for discretion is ob- 
viously greater today. President 
Kennedy is engaged in an under- 
ground war all over the world. 
Most of his moves are publi- 
cized while his enemies’ moves 
are concealed. The American 
press has a “publish and be 
damned’”’ tradition, highly skep- 
tical of government power, es- 
pecially concealed power, and, 
unlike the British press, it does 
not have to worry about a se- 
vere libel law or an official se- 
crets act. 

Accordingly, the United States 
clearly operates this kind of 
dirty tricks war at a disadvan- 
tage, and when things are going 
badly as they now are it is easy 
to get the whole thing out of 
perspective. 

The Cuban fiasco illustrates the 
point. This whole operation was 
not only planned, financed, and 
armed by the Central Intelligence 
Agency, a branch of the federal 
government, but CIA officials 
imprisoned the Cuban refugee 
leaders during the landings and 
put out misleading information 
in their name. 

When the landings started, 
American reporters in Miami 
were told that this was an “‘in- 
vasion” of around 5,000 men— 
this for the purpose of creating 


the impression among the Cuban 
people that they should rise up 
to support a_ sizable 
force. 

When the landing, not of 5,000 
but of around 1,000 men, began 
to get in trouble, however, offi- 
cials here in Washington put out 
the story—this time to minimize 
the defeat in the minds of the 
American people—that there was 
no “invasion” at all, but merely 
a landing of some 200-400 men 
to deliver supplies to anti-Castro 
guerrillas already in Cuha. 

Both times the press was de- 
based for the government's pur- 
pose. Both times the Castro gov- 
ernment and its Soviet advisers 
knew from their own agents in 
the anti-Castro refugee camps 
and from their own observation 
on the beaches that these pro- 
nouncements were false and silly. 
And both times the American 
people were the only ones fooled. 

It is therefore ‘one thing to ask 
the press not to publish infor- 
mation about specific landings 
or weapons, and another to en- 
courage the press to publish in- 
formation known to be false. 

No doubt the press does have 
to learn greater restraint than 
in the days when the United 
States was an isolated country, 
but the government has to do the 
same,

Careful handling of the trump 
suit netted one declarer an over- 
trick and a top score in a hand 
taken from the Open Pair event 
of the recent National Cham- 
pionship tournament held in 
Denver. 


South lacked the strength for 
a free bid-after East’s one heart 
overcall, but when North re- 
opened the bidding with a take- 
out double South should have 
jumped to two spades to com- 
pensate for the discouraging 
sound of his original pass. Sure- 
ly, partner, cognizant of South’s 
previous failure to act, could 
hardly expect more than this. 
North was in the fortunate posi- 
tion _of--being .. well_enoughforti 
fied to carry on by cue bidding 
the opponent’s suit, and the game 
in spades was reached in easy 
stages. 


The seven of hearts was 
opened and taken by dummy’s 
ace. Declarer saw that he had 
10 top tricks if the trump suit 
could be played in a manner to 
lose only one trick. The normal 
procedure with this combination 
is to take two finesses, but South 
had little faith that West held 
both the king and jack of spades. 
As a safety measure, declarer 
cashed the ace of spades at 
trick two. He then played a club 
to his jack and returned a low 
spade. West played the jack and 
dummy’s queen forced out the 
king. No matter what East re- 
turned, South was able to draw 
the last trump and claim four 
spade tricks, five clubs, one 
heart and one diamond for 11 
tricks.

Committee, the mayor said a. 
minimum program of $100 mil- 
lion a year for five years 
needed to help cities build and 
modernize the airports the United 
States needs. 


Representing the American Mu- 
nicipal Association, Hartsfield 
said there are sound reasons for 
a five-year program. 
CONTINUITY ESSENTIAL 

“Long-term continuity is abso- 
lutely essential if we are to 
have an orderly, efficient and 
economical development of our 
national airport system,”’ he said. 
“We cannot move ahead in fits 
and starts. 


“A requirement to have the ap- 
propriations fixed on a year-to- 


_ year basis ignores completely the 


realities of capital programming 
and bond financing at the local 
level,”’ the mayor added. 


‘NEXT FOUR YEARS 


Hartsfield said AMA surveys in- 
dicate that for the next four- 
year period 1,464 airport projects 
are planned by U.S. communities 
at an estimated cost of $1.1 bil- 
lion. It is anticipated, he said, 
that $588 million of this cost can 
be met out of state and local 
funds, leaving a deficit of $537,- 
000 million. 

Hartsfield opened his testimony | 
by pridefully telling the House 
committee that Atlanta has just | 
opened its new air terminal, cost- 
ing $18 million, of which the fed- 
eral government provided $5 mil- 


lion. The mayor said he was |

Constantino D’Amato has been called many things 
numerous since Floyd Patterson stashed 


away Archie Moore to become the youngest champion 
of the heavyweight empire. 


Regardless of what they say about Cus, he ranks with the most 
skillful ring pilots of all time. Except for the brief interval in 
wiic® Ingemar Johanssos set on the throne, Patterson has domi- 

© nated the heavyweight scene since the 
November night in 1956 when Moore 
was counted out in the stunning fifth 
round. 


D'Amato took the unknown Patter- 
son from nowhere to somewhere and 
kept him up there. At this late hour 
Patterson has yet to document the 
fact that he deserves the crown. ' 


D'Amato has no peer when it 
comes to scheduling fights. Since Pat- 
terson first won the title, he has en- 
countered such fierce warriors as Hur- 
ricane Jackson, Pete Rademacher, Roy 
Harris, Brian London and Ingemar 
Johansson.

D’Amato is about the only citizen who does not agree that 
Liston deserves a crack at the title. He continues to talk up Henry 
Cooper, the English Tiger,.and insists that Patterson will not 
tangle with Liston. 


Patterson, who stated in Miami Beach that he is now call- 
ing the shots, says that Liston must be regarded as the No. 1 
contender. However, Patterson made it clear that Sonny would 
have to improve his social standing before being considered 
as an opponent. Floyd said that he did not desire to get 
**bumped off’’ out of the ring. And, of course, Liston has been 
linked with assorted hoods such as Frankie Carbo and Blinky 
Palermo. 


In most ‘‘sports’’ you would say that Liston had forfeited his 


right to a title fight by keeping eet with known and unknown 
bums. 


But the ring game is different. Elder spokesman Moore summed -

Liston, of course, expects 
to exceed that ante in one evening, and he’s cutting Katz in for 
10 per cent. 


Katz has been managing fighters since 1928, and if he has an 
unsoiled record in the ring profession over that span, Diogenes and 
D’Amato should endorse him. 


Under the new regime, possibility of Patterson getting bumped 
off out of the ring appears remote. But there is now a distinct pos- 
sibility that Floyd may get bumped off in the ring.
